and mind io fuppert and defend our rights and privilege 
again all hoftile attempts whatever. . ed 


Much of the blood and treafure of the United States 
of America has been expended in obtaining the right of 
governing themfelves, in fuch manner as they fhould 
choofe ; this great obje& being gained, our fyftem of 
general government has been formed in as free a man- 
ner and under circumftances as favourable, perhaps 
more fo, than that.of any government which ever exift- 
ed over fuch an extenfive territory.—It is fuch a fyftem 
as the people have chofen, may be altered when it fhall 
be found neceflary. “The perfons appointed to adminif- 
ter it, return to the clafs of citizens at fhort intervals, 
and others are felected in their places; what more can 
be detired ; If this is deftroyed where fhall we Jook for 
a free government. ein he 

While the French nation ‘vas apparently purfuing — 

-meafures for the promotion of liberty, they had the good 
wifhes, at leaft, of a large proportion of the citizens of 
thefe United States ; but unfortunately for our country 
they have had much encouragement from the conduét 
of taany citizens when it feemed almoft impoflible that 
any one fhould entertain an idea that the freedom of 
man was their object ; after they had proftrated govern- 
ments once free and tyrannized over the citizens, and 

. after it had become apparent that univerial domination 
was its obje&. The condué of thofe who rule over the 
French nation has for a long time been hoftile to our 

own by their acts and intrigues, aided by the conduct of 
fome

__ Peace on honorable terms is undoubtedly the defire of 
all good citizens. "The conduct of the Prefident in fende 
ing three envoys extraordinary and minifters plenipo- 
tentiary to the French republic, is full evidence of his 
‘Opinion on this fubjeét ; before the inftrudions given 
thefe envoys were made public, reports were circulated 
that the Prefident had not a defire for p eace ; and fuf- 
picions were excited that his inftru ions were not 
ealculated for that purpofe, but when they became 
public, it was acknowledged by the enemies of his ad- 
“Miniftrations that thofe reports and fafpicions were with- 
out foundation ; the inftruétions are in the hands of 
many citizens and fhould be read by all ; it is ‘difficult 
to imagine how they could have gone further without 
deeply wounding the interefts and independence of our 
country. ‘Thefe extraordinary exertions having failed 
of the defired effect, it is not eafy to difeern what more 
can be done in this way.—Determined to preferve our 

_ rights as an indepefident nation, fach meafures will un- 
doubtedly be taken by the general government as fhall 
appear beft calculated for that purpofe, and I rejoice 
that the citizens of this State are well united, and 
have fiten fo many proofs by the official aéts of the 
Legiflature, and othierwife of their firm adherence to our 


national 
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national government ; confidence in its. adminiftration ~ 
and determination to fupport it. 


Prefuming that a law eftablifhing a new proportion 
of taxes will be paffed the prefent feflion, and as it ufually, 
pitas a.confiderable time to determine the principles 
and prepare the bill, permit me to recommend an early 


attention to this fubject.
